She  formerly  served  as  a tech- 
nical ass’slant  with  the  Interna- 
tional Cooperation  Admin  i s t r a- 
tion  in  Southeast  Asia,  helping 
to  establish  a Home  Economics 
Association  in  Thailand  and  In- 
donesia, and  has  been  active  in 
enabling  foreign  students  to  study 
in  the  United  States. 

In  1958  she  was  a member  of 
the  Governor’s  Committee  on  the 
Status  of  Women  appointed  to 
give  Utah’s  report  at  the  Wash- 
ington Conference  of  the  Interna- 
tional Assembly  of  Women. 

In  1962  she  received  BYU’s 
distinguished  service  award  and 
was  honored  by  the  board  of 
trustees  as  BYU’s  first  “Distin- 
guished Professor.”
